New Kinds of Nickel-Steel. 

Prof, R. H. Thurston, of Cornell 
University, calls attention to a curi- 
DUI varii ty of nickel-steel alloys, re- 
cently invented in France, which he 
thinks may have more i&portanci 
for the world than the form 
nickel-steel that has given us the 
modern battleship. The new alloys 
are practically nondilataUle, that is, 
their dimensions do not alter with 
ordinary changes of temperature. 
Tiius, a pendulum of constant length 
can be made, and already the new 
material is employed in making 
clocks and watches to run true in 
both winter and summer. For meas- 
uring* instruments of precision, like 
those employed in geodetic surveys, 
these alloys are particularly suited. 
The inventor, Monsieur Uuillaume, 
is also experimenting with nickel- 
steel as a substitute for the carbon 
filament of the ordinary incandescent 
lamp.

Fruits as Food and Medicine. 

That fruit hits many tines besides 
pleasing in taste is well known but 
the exact properties ot each kind 
are not so well understood by the 
consumers, and a few suggestic

for any length of time, but helps to 
furninh a variety in the diet. 

It stimulates and improves appe- 
tite and digestion, relieves thirst 
and introduces water into the sys- 
tem, acts as a laxative or astrin- 
gent, stimulates the kidneys and 
supplies the organic salts necessary 
tQ prOP«r nur.rii 

If the medicinal uses of fruit 
were understood and care taken to 
use the appropriate kinds much less 
medical treatment would ba needed 

Among the laxatives are figs 
prunes, dates, nectarines, oranges 
and mulberries. 

The astringents are blackberries 
dewberries, raspberries, pomegran 
ates, quinces, pears, wild cherries, 
cranberries and medlars. 

The kinds used for diuretics are 
grapes, black currants, peaches, 
whortleberries and prickly pears. 

The refrigerants are r*d and 
white currants, gooseberries, lem- 
ons, limes and apples. 

Apples are useful as a stomach 
sedative and will relieve nausea and 

Grapes and raisins are nutritivi 
and demulcent, making them excel, 
lent for the sick room. 

It is sometimes difficult to keep 
raisins, Tigs and dates away from 
the inquisitive little ants and 
roaches, but this is easily accom. 
plished by putting them in paper 
bags that have been well brushed 
over with strong borax water and 
dried before the fruit is put in. The 
ittle pests do not like the borax, 
nd will not gnaw through the sack 
»hen thus prepared.

Issued by State Commlttea 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT.

In the city of Louisville 
and 4th days of June, 10 
Signed were appointed a 
the purpose of brln^ln 
ment to the constitution oi mt, ***** 
which Is to be voted upon at the No- 
vember election this year, to the at- 
tention of voters of all parties In the 
etate. and obtain for It the necessary 
aumber of votes to secure Its adoption. 

The amendment Is purely a non-par- 
tissn measure, vitally affecting the In- 
terest* of all citizens of the state, no 
matter what their party affiliations or 
occupations may bo, or where their

The beneficial effects which will fol- 
low the adoption of the amendment 
are so vast that they can hardly be 
estimated. The evil that will result. 
If by any chance the amendment 
■bould fail of adoption, will be disas- 
trous in the extreme to the best In- 
terests of the state. 

The adoption of the amendment will 
not change In the least the present sys- 
tem of taxation In Kentucky for state 
•fid county purposes, as It applies only 
to taxes lovied by cities and towns for 
their own local purposes. 

The manfaeturers, merchants and 
financial Institutions in the cities and 
towns of our state are now tremen- 
dously handicapped In competing with 
those In other states by the provision 
of our state constitution which re- 
quires the same ad valorem taxes to 
be levied on all personal property 
by cities and towns, for their local 
purposes, as Is levied by them on real 



This provision does not exist In oth- 
er states In which the competitors of 
our manufacturers, merchants and 
financial Institutions are located, so 
that our people In these lines of busi- 
ness are at a great disadvantage in 
competing with those of other states, 
and the result Is that our existing In- 
dustries do not grow as they should, 
new indusiriei. are nut »»tAV.isnsd in 
our state In as large number and Im- 
portance as In other Btates which do 
not possess anytning line our natural 
advantages, but In which taxation Is 
not nearly so burdensome and onerous 
as In Kentucky. 

The provision of our constitution 
which the amendment, after Its adop- 
tion, will cure, also operates to drive 
capital from our midst, and compels 
that which remains with us to charge 
os higher Interest rates when we bor- 
row money than we would have to 
pay If money used in banking and 
financial operations was not taxed so 
exorbitantly for municipal purposes. 

Farmers and country merchants of 
Kentucky, don't make the mistake of 
thinking the adoption of this amend- 
ment of the constitution will not bene 
Dcially affect you. 

If you want existing factories In our 
towns and cities to grow, so as to give 
employment to more men; If you want 
new Industries to be established, em- 
ploying still more men; if you want 
more consumers for your farm pro- 
ducts and more buyers at your coun- 
ters; If you want lower Interest rates 
when you borrow money; If yon want 
to lessen your state and county taxes;
